Terrific Explosion on Board the 
U. S. Cruiser Maine. 



The Big Warship Almost Totally De- 
stroyed and Still Burning. 



Havana, Feb. 16.— A at quarter of 

explosion took place on *board the 
United States cruiser Maine in Havana 
harbor. Many were killed or wound- 
ed. .All the boats of the Spanish cruis- 
er Alfonse XII. are assisting. 

As yet the cause of the explosion is 
not apparent. The wounded sailors of 
the Maine are unable to explain it. It 
is believed that the cruiser is totally 
destroyed. 

The explosion shook the whole city. 
The windows were broken in all the 
houses. 

A correspondent says he has con- 
versed with several of the wounded 
sailors and understands from them 
that the explosion took place while they 
were asleep, so that they can give no 
particulars as to the cause. 

The wildest consternation prevails 
in Havana. The wharves are crowded 
with thousands of people, it is be- 
lieved the explosion occurred In a small 
powder magazine.
